NAZI COURT TRIES PREACHER 
WHO SAYS HE IS U, S. CITIZEN 


Immorality Charges Considered 
Against Assistant Pastor; Four 
Youths Accused. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 12. — A German 
court is considering charges of im- 
morality against Gustav Gareis, an 
assistant Evangelical pastor who 
claims United States citizenship. 

He was named defendant with four 
German youths in a trial at Nurn- 
berg yesterday. The United States 
Consulate-General in’ Berlin has 
been following the case closely. 

Gareis was a theological student 
when he went to the United States. 
During a residence of nine years 1n 
Milwaukee he became an American 
citizen, he said. In 1934 and 1925 
he made brief visits to Germany 
and on a third, in 1936, decided to 
remain. He was listed in Evangeli- 
cal Church papers as a pastor al- 
though he was not an_ ordained 
clergyman. He preached at Lich- 
tenhof, near Nurnberg, as assistant 
to a Nurnberg pastor. 

Witnesses against him testified 
at the trial his colorful accounts 
of life in the United States were 
an aid to seduction.

He made the statement shortly 
after the NLRB inquiry into 
charges that the company had en- 
gaged in unfair labor practices was 
resumed for the fourth day. Wil- 
liam Gerling and his wife, Jewel, 
former Hamilton-Brown plant em- 
ployes, had testified concerning the 
attitude of Sheriff John Giebler 
toward strikers. Trial Examiner 
William Seagle questioned the val- 
idity of the testimony. 

“Your Honor,” Shaw said, “I in- 
tend to connect the entire law en- 
forcement department of this coun- 
ty with the public pressure that 
was put upon these strikers to 
break this strike and break up 
this organization, spying in front 
of their homes and denying the 
right to meet.” 

The examiner, in allowing the 


* witnesses to proceed, opened the 


way for a new line of testimony. 
Previously, Luke E. Hart of St. 
Louis, company president, had been 
balked in efforts to question wit- 
nesses concerning disorders at the 
plant during the strike, March 31 
to April 14 
Sheriff in Front of House. 

Mrs. Gerling, first witness today, 
testified she saw Sheriff Giebler in 
front of her home while a meeting 
of strikers was in progress in a 
front room. She declared tke Sher- 
iff was “parading up and down the 
sidewalk” near a window, assum- 
ing an attitude of listening. 

Following his wife to the stand, 
Gerling asserted that Sheriff Gieb- 
ler had attempted to stop the meet- 
ing. The officer, he said, had 
warned, “You can’t hold that meet- 
ing.” Continuing, Gerling said he 
informed the Sheriff that the strike 
committee simply desired to discuss 
protective measures against an in- 
junction obtained by the company. 

Gerling said also that he had 
seen Sheriff Giebler stop the auto- 
mobile of George E. Duemler, St.

Workers of America. The lawyer, 
who later attended the § strikers’ 
metting, was detained about five 
minutes, Gerling said. 

Hart then questioned Gerling 
about the arrest of two 
strikers. Gerling denied having 
seen a group of strikers stop an 
express company truck that was 
on the way to the plant for a load 
of shoes. In the cross-examination, 
Gerling admitted his home was a 
rendezvous of strikers, saying as 
many as 200 to 300 strikers often 
congregated in his yard.

He cited a holding company case 
in a Baltimore court as an in- 
stance of an “abuse that ought to 


be stopped.” That case was “framed”

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Cost of Living 4.5 Pct. 
Above That of Year Ago 


24 Pct. Higher Than Low Point in 1933, 
Says Report of Industrial 
Conference Board. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—A Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board 
survey places living outlays by 
wage-earners in June at 89.9 per 
cent of the 1923 average. The 
figure is 4.5 per cent above that 
for the corresponding period last 
year and 24 per cent higher than 
the low point touched in 1933. 

Rents continued to increase, 
reaching a level 12 per cent above 
the 1936 figure. Housing’ costs 
have picked up 38 per cent in the 
past three years, the board says, 
and are now only 5.9 per cent un- 
der those of 1929. 

Steadily advancing employment 
in industry and wide gains in con- 
sumer incomes started a heavy de- 
mand for houses and apartments. 
The supply of rentable living quar- 
ters, however, has been reduced by 
sub-normal] building activity in the 
past eight years, and continued ex- 
pansion in population during the 
period has tended to accentuate the 
deficiency. 

Rise in Cost of Food. 

Although rents have set the pace 
in the upturn of the past year and 
more, the cost of food for the fam- 
ily table has shown the biggest in- 
crease from the depression low, 
44 per cent. 

This was due in large measure, 
analysts say, to the succession of 
drouths' starting in 1934. These 
eliminated surpluses that had been 
bearing down on prices. 

This year, however, 


all signs 


point to sizable if not humper crops 
in most staples. This may bring 
prices down it is said. 

The conference board’s food index 
dipped slightly between May and 
June, and is only 3 per cent above 
the comparable figure in 1936. Out- 
lays for food last month were 17 
per cent under the 1929 level. 

With consumer income up and 
wardrobes being replenished, cloth- 
ing prices moved higher in June. 
They averaged 5 per cent above 
those of 1936 and 27 per cent above 
the 1933 bottom. Clothes are still 
almost one-quarter cheaper than at 
the peak of the boom eight years 
ago. 

Decline in Fuel Prices. 


Fuel quotations, although un- 
changed for the month, show a de- 
clining trend. Electric power rates 
have been working steadily lower 
for many years. Coal averaged 
about 1 per cent lower than it did 
a year ago and 8 per cent under the 
1929 figure. 


The cost of the many sundries 
used by an ordinary family was un- 
changed in June, a slight dip in 
carfare rates being offset by up- 
turns in drug and toilet articles, 
house furnishings and candy. 

This latter. group accounts for 
about 30 per cent of the family’s 
outlay, the board reports. Pur- 
chases of food took one-third of the 
total, rent 20 per cent, clothing 12 
per cent and fuel and light 5 per 
cent.

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VETOES EXTENSION 
OF LOW INTEREST 
LAND BANK RATES 


Roosevelt Says in Message 
Continuance for Two 
Years Would Cost Treas- 
ury $52,900,000. 


EFFORT TO BALANCE 
BUDGET IS CITED 


President Also Points to 
Farmers’ Increased Abil- 
ity to Pay Present 
Charges on Loans. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 12. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt vetoed today a bill 
to extend for two years low inter- 
est rates on Federal Land Bank 
loans. 

In a message to the House an- 
nouncing his action, he said the 
veto was based on a general lower- 
ing of farm mortgage interest rates, 
an increase in the ability of farm- 
ers to pay interest and the admin- 
istration policy of trying to balance 
the budget during the fiscal year 
1938. 

The bill also would have broad- 
ened the field of loans on which 
interest reductions were granted by 
including a 4 per cent rate on land 
bank commissioner loans. This 
would be a cut from 5 per cent. 

Explaining that. a majority of 
these loans were on second mort- 
gages and that there were other 
“factors of risk” involved, the Pres- 
ident said the 5 per cent rate was 
not excessive. 

The bill would have extended 
through this fiscal year the 3.5 
per cent rate on Federal Land Bank 
loans, and through the second year, 
ending June 30, 1939, would have 
provided a 4 per cent rate. 

No Need for Further Subsidy. 

“I believe,” the chief executive 
told the House, “that there is no 
justification for continued Govern- 
ment subsidy of Federal Land Bank 
interest rates below the unprece- 
dentedly low rate these banks are 
now offering farmer-borrowers on 
a business basis. 

“Furthermore, the _ ability of 
farmers to pay interest at the rates 
provided for in their mortgages 
with the Federal Land Banks has 
been very substantially improved, 
due to an increase of more than 
100 per cent in the level of farm 
prices since the emergency period 
of 1932-33.” 

Discussing costs involved in con-

national farm loan _ associations, 
would, it is estimated, necessitate 
payments from the Treasury in the 
amount of approximately $31,700,- 
000 for the former year and $21,- 
200,000 for the latter, a total of $52,- 

Inconsistent With Budget Plan. 

“The contemplated production in 
interest rates on commissioner 
loans from 5 per cent to 4 per cent 
under the bill would reduce the an- 
nual income of the Federal Farm 
Mortgage Corporation, which owns 
these loans, by approximately $8,- 
350,000,” he declared. 

“Any reductién in the interest 
rate on commissioner loans will 
place the Federal Farm Mortgage 
Corporation in such a position that 
there is a definite possibility it 
may not be able to meet its obliga- 
tions from its own income.” 

Referring to his efforts to bal- 
ance the budget, President Roose- 
velt said the bill “was not  con- 
templated in the preparation of the 
budget for the fiscal year 1938,” 
and that its approval by him, “in- 
volving as it does an additional 
draft upon the Treasury in excess 
of $30,000,000 during the fiscal year 
1938, would be totally inconsistent 
with my purpose to bring about a 
balancing of the budget for that 
year.”

Describes 


Mid-Pacific City Buried With Lava From 
Volcanoes; Survivors Rescued by an 
American Freighter.

HONOLULU, T. H., July 12.— 
Threat of a typhoia epidemic is 
menacing the refugees in the 
once prosperous mid-Pacific city of 
Rabaul, New Britain, which was 
destroyed by tidal waves, earth- 
quakes and a series of volcanic 
eruptions. 

Capt. E. M. Olsen of the Matson 
Line freighter Golden Bear, who 
was a witness of the tragedy which 
claimed between 500 and 700 lives, 
gave this report to authorities 
today after the freighter docked at 
Pearl Harbor. His crew rescued 
750 persons and transferred them 
on the Golden Bear to Kokopo Is- 
land, 15 miles away. 

He reported the first eruption oc- 
curred May 28 when the volcano on 
Vulcan Island, three miles from 
Rabaul, “burst wide open.” 

Covered With Lava. 

Lava was hurled for miles, cov- 

ering the beautiful port city of Ra- 


in lava. The harbor of Rabaul was 
a seething cauldron. 

Thousands of natives fled over 
the mountains on the island to the 
southern part of New Britain. 

When the Golden Bear steamed 
away from the scene with the last 
boatload of refugees Rabaul was 
in ruins. 

News of the tragedy was not 
brought to the world earlier be- 
cause all communication facilities 
in Rabaul were destroyed and -Vic- 
tor M. Costner, the radio operator 
aboard the Golden Bear, was among 
those killed.

DECLARES HE KILLED 
MAN IN SELF-DEFENSE 


Joseph Torizzo Arrested in 
Shooting of Elmer Ray at 
Former’s Restaurant. 


Elmer Ray, a chauffeur, shot in 
the left thigh by Joseph Torizzo at 
12:15 a. m. yesterday in a row which 
ended in front of Torizzo’s restau- 
rant, 1227 Nortn Leonard avenue, 
died soon afterward at City Hospi- 
tal, apparently from loss of blood. 
He was 30 years old and lived at 
3607 Page boulevard. 

In a signed statement to police, 
Torizzo, who had known Ray about 
four years, said he fired in self de- 
fense when Ray, who he said was 
drunk, advanced on him threaten- 
ingly. Arrested at 9:45 a. m. in a 
tavern which he operates at Jef- 
ferson and Cass avenues, Torizzo 
said he had “lost his head” after 
the shooting but was preparing 
then to surrender. 

A Coroner's verdict of homicide, 
holding Torizzo for the grand jury, 
was returned at the inquest today.

“He kept coming at me and I tried 
to hit him with the revolver but-he 
backed me out of the restaurant, 
so I tore the paper off and shot 
once to defend myself,” Torizzo 
said. 

Arthur Ray said, according to 
police, that he had gone to the 
restaurant with his brocher and 
Miss Szwabo after they had had “a 
few drinks” at the Olive street ad- 
dress and the brother said he was 
going to the restaurant “to tear the 
place up.” In an altercation at the 
restaurant, he said, Torizzo struck 
at his brother with the revolver 
and then fired as they went outside.

HEART ATTACK 

PROVES FATAL 

TO PROMOTER 
JACK CURLEY 


NEW YORK, July 12. — Jack 
Curley, one of the country’s lead- 


ing sports promoters, died sudden- 
ly at his Great Neck, Long Island, 
home today, victim of heart disease. 
He was 61, a veteran of 38 years in 
sports promotion. 

Although wrestling was his 
favorite and most lucrative field, 
Curley’s experience covered a wide 
range. He promoted the Havana 
bout in which Jess Wil!l'ard won 
the heavyweight boxing champion- 
ship from Jack Johnson, staged 
bull fights and flea circuses, and 
engineered public appearances of 
Annette Kellerman, Enrico Caruso, 
William Jennings Bryan, Rudolph 
Valentino, the Vatican Choir, 
Georges Carpentier, the French 
fighter, and William Tilden. 

Curley appeared to be in good 
health yesterday. About midnight 
he became ill, and died at 12:45 
a. m. An inhalator was used un- 
successfully. He is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Bessie Grobgeld Curley, 
and two children, Jack and Jean.

Corbett and Kilrain were 
matched to fight six rounds be- 
fore the Southern Athletic Club 
in New Orleans. The fight was 
to be with five-ounce gloves— 
one of the early concessions made 
by the bare knuckle gladiators 
to the growing popularity of 
glove contest. 3 

A purse of $3500 was ‘posted 
for this bout—and that, fellows, 
was a lot of money in those days, 
especially for a mere six rounds. 

The place was packed to the 
roof. Kilrain was an overwhelm- 
ing favorite over the fighter who 
then was considered more of a 
tap dancer than a scrapper. 

The John L. Sullivan influence 
had built fans into the beginnings 
of the present day idea of a 
fight. In other words, if John 
L.’s foes didn’t stand up to him 
and trade blows, they were more 
or less cowards in popular esteem.

Missourian’s Newspaper Notice 
Said to Be Inducement to 
Evade Illinois Laws. 

A Missouri Justice of the 


Peace who has been advertising 
“marriages at any hour” in an East 
St. Louis newspaper since new IIli- 
nois laws went into effect requir- 
ing marriage license applicants to 
undergo physical examinations to 


show freedom trom venereal dis- 
eases and to give three days’ no- 
tice of intention to wed was criti- 
cised yesterday in a sermon by the 
Rev. William E. Trombley, pastor 
of Holy Angels’ Catholic Church, 
3712 Caseyville avenue, East St. 
Louis. 

Father Trombley termed the ad- 
vertisement an inducement to 
evade the Illinois laws, and said 
any marriage of Illinois residents 
performed outside the state was 
now a cause of “grave suspicion.” 
The effect of the advertisements, 
he said, has been to “do away with 
the moral stench of Waterloo 
(where the quick marriage busi- 


ness formerly prospered) only to 
have Waterloo move across the 
river.” 

Only one license has been issued 
in East St. Louis since the new 
laws went into effect, the first of 
them July 1. Meanwhile the issu- 
ance of licenses at St. Charles has 
tripled. The Justice advertising in 
East St. Louis, whom Father Trom- 
bley did not mention by name, is 
George R. Hart of St. Ferdinand 
Township.

‘Message to Faithful’ Read in Roman 
_ Churches in Germany Calls for Onslaught 
* on “Anti-Christ” Element.

BERLIN, July 12.—The Catholic 
Church in Germany yesterday ap- 
pealed for an onslaught “by -~ll 
Christians,” Catholic’ and Protest- 


ant alike, against “the anti-Christ” 
or anti-Christian elements in the 
Nazi regime. The appeal was read 
as “a message to the faithful” at 
mass in many Roman Catholic 
Churches throughout the country. 

The appeal may »rove to be one 
of the most important documents in 
the current protracted struggle be- 
tween church and State in the 
Reich.’ It reflects a closer collab- 
oration between Catholics and Prot- 
-estants in this country than had 
been apparent at any time since 
‘the reformation in the sixteenth 
century. 

One passage from the appeal 
‘reads: “The Catholic Chur®h notes 
With the greatest satisfaction that 
the faithful of the 
Church are not permitting them- 
selves to be drawn away from their 
faith. Even arrests and other 
tribulatigns fail to lead them from 
the path. All Christians must stand 
together and avoid being led 
astray in the struggle against the 
_anti-Christ.” 

The message also contained a 


Protestant | 


warning to Catholics not to place 
confidence in what they might read 
in the German press concerning 
church matters, since even “the 
leading daily newspapers are pro- 
gressively intensifying their attack 
on the Catholic Church,” and since 
these papers are not telling “the 
exact truth.” 

Then followed an appeal to all 
the Catholics in the Reich to re- 
main faithful to their church. 

Meanwhile, those pastors of the 
Confessional (opposition * Protest- 
ant) movement who are not in 
prison read today from their pul- 
pits a declaration in which it was 
noted that fhe recent conference of 
leaders of the Lutheran Church, 
which is combined with the Re- 
formed Church in the German 
Evangelical Church, had appealed 
once again to the Nazi Government 
to make “an honorable peace” with 
the church which would “serve the 
nation” by bringing the people of 
the country together again in 
spirit. 

The congregations were told that 
they must pray for the Government, 
so that it would “render unto God 
that which is God’s,” and pray 
also for those within the church 
who were under arrest for their 
faith.

POPE PAUS ON RADIO. 
URGES PEACE PRAYERS 


Broadcasts From Castel Gane 
dolfo on Cathedral Inaug- 
uration. at Lisieux.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, July 
12.—Pope Pius, his voice carried 
by radio, prayed yesterday for “a 
little tranquility” on earth and for 
recognition of God’s “divine sov- 


ereignty, obedience to His holy 
laws’ ’and for the practice of jus- 
tice and charity. 

He was speaking on the occasion 
of the inauguration of a new cathe- 
dral at Lisieux, France, dedicated 
to St. Theresa. He said, in French: 

“Let us pray to the Creator, who 
for that very reason is the Supreme 
Lord of Heaven and Earth, of peo- 
ples and of nations. Let us pray 
that to this world, so distraught 
and confused, and to all these peo- 
ples, who are so oppressed by the 
miseries of today and so fearful of 
tomorrow, he may grant a little 
tranquillity, in order and in peace, 
with a return to those ways which 
are the only ways, recognition of 
His divine sovereignty, obedience 
to His holy laws, practice of jus- 
tice and a charity more bountiful to 
those who have less and for that 
very reason are in greater need and 
suffering.” 

The Pope sat at his desk in 
the private library of his summer 
residence here. His voice filled 
with feeling when he made an indi- 
rect reference to the belief his own 
life is drawing to its close. 

He asked his hearers to pray 
“that they may, without fear and 
even with confidence, draw close, 
as they do with each passing day, 
to the tribunal of God to render an 
account of their guardianship, that 
is, of our soul.” 

“It is to tell you, dearly beloved 
children,” he went on, “to pray with 
a particular sense of filial piety for 
us, upon whom this accounting 
bears heaviest and for whom it is 
closest at hand, that we say to you 
with the apostle: Pray for us; we 
pray for you; let us pray for one 
another that we may be saved.” 

The Pope’s speech was devoted al- 
most entirely to prayer. He said 
that he was grateful to all who had 
prayed and now pray for him. He 
concluded with his benediction. 

The address lasted 15 minutes. 
The Pope’s voice was firm and 
strong throughout, his enunciation 
was clearer than in some of his pre- 
vious radio broadcasts since his ilk

The general trend has been for labor 


to wax strong in periods of economic 
-prosperity, to lose strength during de- 
pressions. But the prosperous period 
from 1923 to 1929 was an exception to 
this trend, with the unions only holding 
their own; and in 1929 the unions prob- 
ably had fewer members than in 1920. 

The long depression of the 1870s dis- 
couraged union ideas, which had been 
fostered by German immigrants of the 
period. When prosperity returned in the 
80s, unionism began to flourish. 

The United States had probably a mil- 
lion trade unionists by 1886. Most of 
these were in the Knights of Labor. But 
the Knights went into decline because 
of its heterogeneous composition; be- 
cause of its non-union activities, like co- 
operative enterprises and political com- 
mitments; because of concerted attacks 
upon it; because of vague instead of con- 
crete aims, and because of the lack of 
shrewd leadership such as Samuel Gom- 
pers was giving to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, organized in 1886. By 
1890 the Federation eclipsed the Knighs. 

But as the A. F. of L. was beginning 
to feel its oats, the panic of 1893 spread 
over the land, and again union member- 
ship declined. All unions combined had 
less than half a million members in 1896. 
It was not until the turn of the century 
that the membership in all unions rose to 
around a million again, and not until 
several years later that the A. F. of L. 
itself got to the million mark. 


The union movement slowly spread 
through the prosperity of the 1900s. It 
spread much more rapidly in the latter 
years of the war and through 1919 and 
most of 1920. 

Conscription and war production had 
made labor scarce, especially with the de- 
cline in immigratiof. Business was pros- 
pering, and in little mood to risk high 
profits by fighting labor. 

The Wilson administration was favor- 
ably inclined toward the union move- 
ment, and most decisions of Govern- 
ment boards in labor disputes went pro- 
labor. In 1920, for the first and only 
time, the membership of the A. F. of L. 


got over 4,000,000, with perhaps a 1,000,-| 
000 more in non-A. F. of L. unions, | 


notably those on the railroads and in 
men’s clothing. 

Then came the postwar depression, and 
most of the new union members dropped 
away. Unionism practically disappeared 
from iron and steel, meat packing, lum- 
ber, cigarettes—union losses were severe 
in transportation, metals, clothing, build- 
ing construction—strikes were mostly de- 
fensive instead of offensive. 

And the unions did not pick up as busi- 
ness picked up. The Federal Govern- 
ment and many of the states were no 
longer sympathetic to labor. Employers 
had rallied behind open shop campaigns, 
and company unions and welfare work 
were cutting ground from under the feet 
of union organizers. 

Technological advances wert making 
the highly skilled artisan—the backbone 
of most A. F. of L. unions—less essen- 
tial and less able to dictate. The aris- 
tocracy of labor was developing more of 
a middle-class outlook and less of a work- 
ing class consciousness, while few unions 
were trying to organize the Negroes and 
the unskilled. And the fire which was 
Sam Gompers was no more. B. B.

American-born writer, returning after years in China, finds this country “full of 
foreigners,” but reflects that in the long view we are all aliens only a century 
or so removed; thinks it may take 5000 years to build a real American culture, 
and meanwhile we should cultivate our diversities as best basis of a solid nation.

from America. Then I returned, a sort 

of immigrant among immigrants, except 
that I came to my native land. But it was 
as new to me as though I came from Sweden 
or from Italy or Greece. I knew almost as 
little what to expect before I landed. 

I came from China, a land of long homo- 
geneity and of unity, except perhaps for that 
least important of all, political unity. I 
longed to meet my countrymen, whose ideal- 
ism seemed almost fantastic to the material- 
istic philosophy of China. 

When I first came here, then, I endeav- 
ored to find this recognizable country of 
my own. I looked first for Americans. But 
I could not find them. It seemed to me the 
country was full of foreigners. I kept think- 
ing, “Where are the Americans?” It was 
very puzzling. I bored everybody by asking 
continually, “Where does one find the real 
Americans?” To my bewilderment, every- 
one replied the same way—that is, HE was 
American, his ancestors had come over in 
the Mayflower or before the Revolution or 
before the Civil War, and HE was the typical 
American if there ever was one. 

We are all immigrants, we Americans. Not 
one of us is really native in any profound 
sense. Everybody in the United States, ex- 
cept the Indians, is now, or was once, for- 
eign-born, [ find it ridiculous to hear a 
man whose great-grandfather came to this 
country look down on a man who comes in 
now, and call him “alien.” For what is a 
hundred or 200 years in the life of a nation? 
The nation is and will be for centuries to 
come made up of the foreign-born, that is, 
people from all countries. 

* * « 


| HAD lived all my life an American away 


Looking at all these people, I discover in 
them all] the diversities of the world in race, 
in culture, in religion. They have only one 
thing in common with which to become 
Americans. They are all restless. For we 
Americans, we are the restless, the restless of 
all nations. None but the restless has ever 
come to America. But when we come to 
America, we do not enter only as restless 
individuals. We come as races, as nations, 
as transmitters of the past to a country 
without a history. 

We cannot make an American culture by 
sitting down and thinking about it and writ- 
ing it down. Nobody and nothing can do 
it except time, passing unconsciously and ef- 
fortlessly over all our diversity, and grad- 
ually, with infinite slowness, wearing away 
differences, and leaving those essentials 
which will survive our struggles and our cli- 
mate. It may be 5000 years hence—it can 
scarcely be less than a thousand—before the 
real American culture is here, and before we 
have a race of Americans. 

I cannot but believe he will be an extraor- 


dinary person, that pure American, who will 


be standing in my place 5000 years from to- 
day. He will have what no other human 
being has had in just the same richness, the 
inheritance of all ages, all races, all cultures. 
He will have a fine, direct eagerness, which 
will be our restlessness, refined by centu- 
ries, but concentrated, too, into a driving 
force which will carry him to heights of hu- 
man knowledge which we cannot even 
dream of now. 

And I hope even then that we'shall still 


be taking into our established America the 


stimulus and the irritation of immigrants. . 


When we cease to allow people to come in 
from all over the world, we shall ourselves 
begin to die, as other nations are dying. New 
people, coming to a new country, bring new 
impetus in themselves. 

For statistics show that those we call our 
foreign-born are still our best. Crime is less 
among them than among the native-born. 
The foreign-born are amazingly the stronger 
in the creative arts. To shut them out would 
be to rob ourselves and the future not only 
of industrious laborers, but of great explor- 
ing, creative, mental energy. 

I see these “aliens” first as human beings, 
and I observe that many, indeed most of 
them, are honest and industrious, or as hon- 
est and industrious as the ypstarts who dare, 
at this early date in our history, to call 
themselves “the Americans.” Citizens or 
not, I cannot see why these good people 
should be deported. We need honesty and 
industry. No nation can have too many 
people with these qualities. 


* ™ « 


Nor can I get excited over the differences 
between us. Hatreds, yes—they are stupid 
and wrong. It is senseless to hate a man be- 
cause he is different, and the fault is in our 
education, which has not made us enough 
above the beast to see this. For though men 
hate each other when they come here, they 
should be taught as the basis for American 
citizenship that here we may differ each 
from the other, and that diversity is our 
strength and our nature, and each man is 
to believe what he feels true, and our one 
common belief is this. 

The reason we exist together at all in 
peace, as we do, is simply because there are 
so many factions among us that once any of 
us started to fight there’d be no end to the 
people to be fought. We could not divide 
into two nice clean divisions, and have a sim- 
ple war, for instance, between Fascists and 
Communists. 

in our diversity is our safety. It is not 
wise to prophesy, but I believe ours is the 
only safe country in the world today, be- 
cauSe we cannot be organized and regiment- 
ed into any simple opposing forces. There 
are capitalists among laborers and there are 
Socialists and Communists among million- 
aires and their sons. 

It is true I hear rumors of a dictator to 
come, four or eight years from now, but I 
hear, too, the familiar growl and rumble of 
stubborn protest which makes me fee] a dic- 
tator would find it very hard going in Amer- 
ica. We will never have a vast bloody rev- 
olution as Russia and Germany have had, 
because we wouldn't tolerate any one group 
having so much power as to make such 
fools of the rest of us. We may persist in 
our own kind of lawlessness—in racketeer- 
ing and private murders, but these won't 
get out of hand and become national ‘or in- 
ternational, because we will never be able to 
agree together on anything on such a scale. 

I believe, then, in exactly the sort of Amer- 
ica we have now, except I wish we could 
see that what we have is good and inevitable, 
and so cease to hate each other. Our coun- 
try is based upon diversity of race and upon 
freedom of belief, and this is our chief claim 
to being unique and great.

CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE, 
ON CHURCH AND STATE 


World Council Meets at Ox« 
ford University—275 Dele- 
gates From U. S. 


By the Associated Press. 

OXFORD, England, July 12.—Con- 
flict between church and state, as 
revived by the rise of European dic- 
tatorships, is expected to be the 
outstanding topic of discussion in 
the meeting of the Universal Chris- 
tian Council for Life and Works 
which opens today at Oxford Uni- 
versity. 

Leading delegates said an at- 
tempt would be made to form a 
world front of Christian churches 
to oppose “the increasing menace 
of Fascist states and dictators to 
religious liberty.” 

Almost 850 delegates, including 
275 from churches of the United 
States, will attend the 15-day meet- 


ing which brings together 85 re-- : 
ligious communions of Eastern and . 


Western churches in 40 nations. 

The keynote address is to be de- 
livered tonight by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, president of the 
council’s British section. 

The Archbishop, who was 
active leader in the constitutional 
crisis leading to the abdication of 
Edward VIII, will speak on 
“Church and State.” 

“The Days of Martyrs Again.” 

A conference spokesman, on the 
eve of the meeting, declared that 
the entire Christian church “is un- 
der the attacks of the state in 
many parts of the world and the 
days of the martyrs have returned.” 

Church conditions in dictator na- 
tions, including Germany, will be 
considered by the council, and it 
was indicated that one group 
would attempt to obtain adoption 
of a resolution conveying “a pro- 
nouncement and warning” to 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler. 

Germany will not be represented 
at the meeting. 

In view of labor unrest 
strikes in the United States, an ef- 


fort also may be made to formu- - 


late a stand on “the church’s atti- 
tude toward labor unions.” The 
Christian attitude toward war was 
expected to receive attention also. 
Head of American Section. 

Dr. William Brown of the Union 
Theological Seminary of New York 
is president of the American sec- 
tion; the Ecumenical Patriarch of 
Constantinople (Istanbul) heads 
the Eastern Orthodox section, and 
Bishop V. Ammundsen of Denmark 
represents the European section ex- 
cept the British section. 

The Rt. Rev. James de Wolfe 
Perry, presiding Bishop of the 
Protestestant Episcopal Church in 
America, will attend the council 
meeting. 

Another American delegate is 
Charles P. Taft, who for the past 
few days has been the guest of the 
Lord Bishop of London. He recent- 
ly served as chairman of President 
Roosevelt’s mediation board in the 
steel strikes. 

Though the council is mainly a 
world gathering of Protestant and 
Eastern orthodox groups, the Ro- 
man Catholic church will be repre- 


sented by unofficial observers. The . 


meeting is a continuation of con- 
ferences held in Stockholm in 1925 
and in Lausanne, Switzerland, in 
1927.

STEEL PRODUCTION 


Rate of Output Current Week 
Expected to Reach 82. 
Per Cent. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 12.—After be- 
ing depressed for several weeks by 
strikes and seasonal curtailment 
over Fourth of July, steel produc- 
tion has bounced back to 82.7 per 
cent of capacity from 67.3 a week 
ago, the American Iron & Steel 
Institute estimated today. 

This compares with an operating 
rate of 69 per cent a year ago. The 
current week’s rate is the highest 
since late in May, when strikes hit 
operations of some of the large in- 
dependent mills and checked pro- 
duction after new records for in- 
got output had been established. 

In steel circles the jump of 15.4 
points was attributed chiefly to a 
rebound from the Fourth of July 
let-downs. The holiday curtailment, 
it was noted, had obscured the 
back-to-work march in strike-hit 
plants which was in progress before 
Independence day. 

The industry again had a com- 
fortable margin of gain over the 
comparable period last year after 
the early July decline had left op- 
erations only a shade above the 
corresponding 1936 period. 

In some quarters a slowing in 
new buying of steel products was 
reported. However, many pro- 
ducers have carried into the sum- 
mer sizable accumulations of or- 
ders from the spring and winter 
months. This backlog has served 
as a cushion for actual production 
in face of the seasonal slackening 
in demand.

Dr. Lloyd Arnold and Dr. Emil 
Weiss of the University of Illinois 
College of Medicine and the State 
Department of Public Health said 
the new procedure was similar to 
that of the Wassermann test used 
for the detection of syphilis. 
Through treatment vf a small sam- 
ple of the patient's blood the pres- 
ence or absence of the amoebae may 
be detected, they said. 

While the new test, which they 
said would not necessarily replace 
the old system, makes it possible 
for one technician to handle 200 
cases in a day, the old test made 
20 a daily limit. Further, they said, 
there were probably only 10 tech- 
nicians in the State capable of ad- 
ministering the old test, while more 
than 5000 are competent to handle 
the new.

SCOTTSBORO CASE RETRIAL 
SERIES GETS UNDER WAY 


lection of Jury Started; Compro- 
ei mise Reports Are Denied 

by State. 

DECATUR, Ala., July 12.—Selec- 
tion of a jury to pass judgment 
again on Clarence Norris began to- 
day at the opening of a new series 
of trials for the Negro defendants 
in the “Scottsboro case.” 

One Negro was drawn on the 
regular venire of 35, called first 
before Judge W. W. Callahan for 
aualification. ’ 

“ Convictions and death penalties 
in the case once were reversed by 
the United States Supreme Court 
which held that Negroes were “sys- 
tematically excluded” from the 
juries which handled the case. 
This resulted in revision of jury 
selection in several Southern States. 

Norris was brought, handcuffed, 
into the court room while the other 
defendants were taken to the Mor- 
gan County jail after their arrival 
from Birmingham. 

Chief interest in the renewal of 
the six-year-old case centered on 
what action Samuel Leibowitz of 
New York, chief of defense coun- 
sel, would take. Talk of a com- 
promise was revived although such 
a move has been denied by State 
attorneys. 

Mrs. Victoria Price, star State 
witness at previous trials is ex- 
pected to testify again. 

Mrs. Price and Ruby Bates told 
police, after they were taken from 
a freight train near Paint Rock, 
Ala., in 1931, that the Negroes had 
attacked them enroute from Chat- 
tatnooga, Tenn., after holding 
knives to their throats. 

Seven of the original nine Ne- 
gro defendants have been sum- 
moned by the defense as witnesses.

It is obvious that the 
North-South hands possess a lay- 
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“I happened to be the unhappy 
‘South at Table 1 who did not get to 
game. After two free bids and a 
passing partner, I did not feel that 
I was justified in bidding four dia- 
monds vulnerable with five possi- 
ble losers. The fact that the bids 
of East and West were semi- 
phonies did not excuse me to my 
partner, who claimed that I should 
have opened with a two bid, as at 
Table 2 I claimed that a two bid 
‘was not in order, as I did not want 
to play five diamonds. with a near- 
bust in his hand. 


“Will you kindly let us have your 
opinion as to the correct opening 
bid, together with the subsequent 
bidding? Your co-operation will be 
greatly appreciated by all of us.

Let us consider the points in- 
volved, in order. Examining South’s 
hand to determine whether it is an 
opening one or two diamond bid, we 
see that he has a tota) of five-plus 
honor tricks. The losers are: one 
in spades, one in hearts, one and 
one-half in clubs, and one in dia- 
monds. Let us go farther and add 
another one-half loser to the club 
- suit on the pessimistic theory that 
Wwe may not be able to enter dummy 
for a finesse. The honor trick total 
.still is slightly above the losing 

_ trick total. Moreover, the honor 
tricks include three aces, which al- 
ways is an important and persua- 
sive point in gauging two bids. 

As proof, however, that usually it 
takes more than one bad bid to ruin 
a hand, South still had plenty of 

- opportunity to reach game on later 
rounds. North nearly had a free 
raise to two diamonds over one 
spade, and if South, over East’s two 

‘spades, had jumped to four dia- 
monds, there would have been no 
doubt about North raising to five. 
Although this contract would not 
have equaled the one reached at 
- Table 3, this would have been due 
to the fortunate position of the 
club king. In other words, since a 
slam depended on a finesse, it was 
a toss-up whether or not it should 
have been bid.in a duplicate game. 


- At Table 2, where East was so 
‘ unwise as to enter the bidding with 
, three clubs, thus virtually locating 
¢the club king, the slam should have 
“been reached. South at this table 
not only opened with a two bid but 
jumped over three clubs to four dia- 
' monds, which should have conveyed 
to North a picture of a super two 
bid. North should have jumped to 
. six diamonds over four, since he 
had previously shown nothing. 
South’s bidding at Table 3, while 
sensational, was by no means bad. 
The same cannot be said for West's 
double!

TRANGERS moving to St. Louis

greeter. 
Beaming, expansive, ingratiating, 
matronly but young in feeling and 
brimming over with good will, 
she appears at the door of the new- 
ly arrived household before their 
belongings are unpacked. Probably 
everything is in confusion and dis- 
order, which may embarrass the 
lady-of-the-house, but doesn’t 
bother Mrs. Lippert at all In 
fact, that’s what she loves. She 
moves right in with the family mo 
mentarily and proceeds to help 
them get straightened out and ad- 
justed to their strange surround- 
ings. 
First she presents a letter of 
welcome-to-our-city, all signed in 
his own handwriting from the 
Mayor himself. That’s how she 
comes to be “official.” Then she 
begins to sound out the newcomers 
on their tastes and inclinations, so- 
cial, religious, cultural, whatever 
they may be, although she is quick 
to perceive if she hasn’t already 
been informed from  wmzysterious 
sources just about where they “be- 
long,” and she offers to put them 
in touch with groups where they 
will feel at home.

ESIDES there is a _ beautiful 

booklet, called innocently “Hints 

for Homemakers.” It contains a

The public institutions, 
churches, social] organizations and 
other non-advertising groups, she 
doesn’t charge at all. Doctors do 
not advertise but she has been 
called up in the middle of the night 
to recommend a pediatrician and 
without expectation of reward she 
has complied. 

Her mission, she says, is to help 
all concerned in an assimilation and 
adjustment and if the sweet uses 
of advertisement are employed it 
is all in the interest of spreading 
the feeling of general good will 
from the community to the new 
residents.

E were talking about Machine 
W Age Accidents the other day. 

Automobile crashes. Gasoline 
explosions. Factory machine mis- 
haps. And Velma Yarrow’s sug- 
gestion that we should have safety 
first courses in our educational 
system — compulsory in caution; 
from kindergarten on, through 
grammar and high schools and col- 
leges. 

Good stuff! Someone should 
start a campaign. But when they 
do so, they should also include 
several other lapses not generally 
regarded as Major Risks. For new 
tools and chemicals aren’t the only 
nor the greatest peril in our ma- 
chine age. A clumsy, antiquated 
personal technique may spoil our 
prospect as surely as a skidding 
automobile or an uncorked gaso- 
line bottle. 

Consider, for example, the use of 
the telephone. How many people 
know how to use a telephone effi- 
ciently? At least 75 per cent of 
our social] and business transac- 
tions are accomplished over’ the 
telephone. Modern life is timed to 
its use as much as to the use of 
trains and planes. It is indispensi- 
ble. Yet not 10 out of 100 know 
how to handle a telephone correct- 
ly and profitably. 

Most telephone users mumble, 
drawl or twitter into the transmit- 
ter, or maunder off into inconse- 
quential babbling, giving only a 
fraction of their attention to the 
matter in hand. As a result, the 
unfortunate listener, who is usual- 
ly pressed for time, becomes bored, 
bewildered or exasperated to the 
point of murder—and would rather 
take a beating than call them up 
again! 

We teach every conceivable sort 
of twaddle in our schools, yet I 
know of no school which has com- 
pulsory classes in this fundamental 
modern function—telephone usage. 
Here’s young Tommy, spending a 
large portion of his youth and the 
taxpayers’ money learning how to 
tumble. Yet put him on a phone 
and he sounds like a dying duck. 
Some day Tommy’s job is going 
to depend on a snappy telephone 
Then, I suppose, his 
prospective boss will accept tumb- 
ling as a substitute. Oh, y-e-a-h! 

Another modern must do is type- 
writing. Typewritten letters are 
essential in a high-speed machine 
age. Hand penmanship, however 
beautiful, is a pest to read and is 
fast becoming as obsolete as 
Grandma’s bustle. Expert stenog- 
raphy is not essential, but every 
person who expects to have the 
slightest social or business inter- 
course with his fellow mortals 
should be able to turn out a de- 
cently typed letter. 


OREOVER, an ability to type- 
write is often the determining 
factor in getting an office job. 
A youngster may have failed, 
through poverty or other handi- 
caps, to obtain training in any 


other line, but typewriting is one 


accomplishment which he can 
teach himsa@jf, and if he can hit 
the keys at a fair pace he need 
never starve. Yet how many peo- 
ple know how to do simple type- 
writing? 

“Oh, most everybody,” you may 
answer. Such, also, was this writ- 
er’s opinion—until she needed an 
assistant to do general office work 
and type an occasional letter. Ap- 
plicants were endless, all eager and 
confident they could fill the bill. 
But when it came to typewriting, 
they invariably answered—“Well, 
yes ...I mean, no... that is, 
I took it at high school, of course. 
but you know how one forgets 
things like that! But I’m perfect- 
ly sure I could pick it up again 
in no time at all if you’d give me 
a chance. 

Since my office is a business 
concern and not a_ rehabilitation 
bureau, I naturally was unable to 
“give them a chance.” At which 
extremely embit- 
tered at me-never once reflecting 
that one doesn’t neglect or “forget 
things like” typewriting in a mod- 
ern world, if one has the brains of 
a woodtick.

EGGS for LUNCHEON 


By Gladys T. Lang 


QUICK TOMATO ASPIC SOUP 
COSMOPOLITAN EGGS 
SCONES TARAGON SALAD 
GREEN GAGE ICE 
CHOCOLATE FINGERS 


QUICK TOMATO ASPIC SOUP 

Cook slowly for 10 minutes one 
large onion, outside stalks of_celery 
and one large can of tomatoes. 
Strain and adti three cups of bouil- 
lon, salt, pepper, celery and onion 
salt and two tablespoons of cat- 
sup. In this dissolve two table- 
spoons of gelatin previously soft- 
ened in a little cold water. Place 
in refrigerator to chill. Serve when 
jellied in bouillon cups with a slice 
of lemon. 

COSMOPOLITAN EGGS 

Eight hard-boiled eggs, three ta- 
blespoons of pecans, one and one- 
fourth cups of cooked chicken, salt 
and pepper, one-haif teaspoon of 
onion juice, one-eighth teaspoon of 
paprika, three-fourths cup of milk, 
one rounded tablespoon of flour, 
one rounded tablespoon of butter 
and three-fourths cup chicken stock. 

Cut the boiled eggs in half and 
carefully remove the yolks. Brown 
the pecans in the oven and put 
through the meat grinder with the 
chicken. Add the onion juice and 
seasonings. Make a white sauce 
of the butter, flour, stock and miik 
and season highly. Take three ta- 
blespoons of this sauce and mix 
with the mashed egg yolks and oth- 
er ingredients. Place squares of 
toast on a heat-resisting platter. On 
each, place two filled egg halves 
and over all pour the remaining 
sauce. Bake in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes. Garnish platter 
with sauted tomatoes and water- 
cress. 

SCONES 

Sift and measure two cups of 
flour. Mix with three teaspoons 
of baking powder, one tablespoon 
of sugar and one-half teaspoon salt. 
Cut in four tablespoons of butter. 
Add one-third cup of rich milk and 


little of the unbeaten whites for 
brushing on top. Knead for a few 
minutes on a lightly floured board. 
Roll out lightly to a quarter-inch 
thickness and cut in _ triangles. 
Brush tops with unbeaten egg 
white and a sprinkling of sugar and 
grated lemon rind. Bake in a hot 
oven for 15 minutes. 


TARAGON SALAD | 
Cut up field lettuce, unpeeled 
sliced radishes and chives. Toss 
-with a dressing made of salt, pep- 
per, paprika, juice of one lemon 
placed in a measuring cup and 
enough taragon to fill the cup one- 
fourth full and fill cup with olive 
oil. Blend all together with a ro- 
tary beater over a bowl of cracked 
ice. 
GREEN GAGE ICE 
One and one-half cups of sugar, 
three cups water, one large can of 
green gage plums, one cup cream, 
juice of one lemon and juice of 
three limes. 
Boil the sugar and water together 
for five minutes after starting to 
boil then cool. Press the plums, 


} syrup and all through a sigve and 


add to the sugar syrup with the 
lemon and lime juice. Whip the 
cream and fold into the mixture 
and freeze, 


CHOCOLATE LADY FINGERS 

One-fourth cup butter, three- 
fourths cup sugar, one egg, pinch 
of salt, one and one-fourth cups 
flour, one teaspoon of baking pow- 
der, one-eighth cup milk and one 
square of bitter chocolate. 

Cream the butter and sugar well, 
add the egg beaten light and the 
chocolate (melted). Mix thorough- 
ly and add the flour which has 
been sifted with the baking powder 
alternately with the milk. Let chill 
for several hours. Roll out very 
thin and cut with a lady finger 
cutter or round fluted cutter and 
bake in a moderate oven about 10 
minutes. When cold put together 
with either a boiled white icing or 


two well beaten eggs, reserving a/ Hipolite.

I believe most. of them are ab- 
breviated but I w@ndered whether 
the other form was not correct also, 
Answer: They are equally correct. 
Doctor is used perhaps most often 
when the name is short, and the 


abbreviation Dr. when the name is 
very long. 


Dear Mrs. Post: How Is a clergy- 
man’s visiting card engraved, with 
and without the title of doctor of 
divinity? Is this same card used 
both in ¢hurch circles and socially? 

Answer: It is always in best taste 
to prefix “The” to the title Rev- 
erend. “The Rev. Dr. Samuel 
Smith” or “The Rev. Samuel Smith, 
D. D.” or “The Rev. Samuel Smith” 
are all proper forms for whatever 
card he uses. Without the title of 
doctor of divinity some people pre- 
fer that the word Reverend be writ- 
ten in full, but the abbreviation is 
just as correct. (See answer to pre- 
ceding letter.) 


Dear Mrs. Post: I am a young 
stepmother of three  half-grown 
boys. They: are willing to call me 
“Mother” since their own mother is 
dead, but the difference in our 
ages is not enough to make that 
term seem suitable. Would it be 
suggesting something for which oth- 
ers might unjustly criticise them if 
I asked them to call me Louise—my 
first name?
